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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to Claims 13 and 16, it is well known to calculate a speed ratio using the 
sensed speeds of an input and output shaft. However, prior art fails to teach comparing a 
measured/calculated speed ratio to a previously calculated speed ratio in a cyclic manner in order 
to determine a change of the torque on the first gear shaft. Claims 14 and 15-20 depend on claim 
13.
